To Check Communists? 


Is the tide beginning to turn in the 
Far East against Communist subversion? 

There is much evidence in recent 
weeks that newly independent countries, 
struggling toward democratic rule, have 
become increasingly alarmed over the 
prospect of direct and indirect Communist 
aggression. This has been heightened in 
the developing crisis over Formosa. 

The most recent incident, of course, 
was the seizure of power in Thailand 
Monday by a military clique. This fol- 
lowed similar actions in recent weeks in 
Burma and Pakistan. Anti-Communist 
groups have moved in to take over weak 
and loosely organized governments to 
prevent their seizure by a well-organ- 
ized and militant Communist minority. 

The truth of the matter is that these 
countries, recently freed from ‘colonial 
status, are unprepared to govern them- 
selves. Their experiments in democracy 
largely have failed because of inexpe- 
rience in self-rule and their economic 
backwardness. 

A fertile ground for Communist sub- 
version, these nations have been forced 
to move in order to preserve their inde- 
pendence. And while the United States 
firmly upholds the principles of demo- 
cratic rule, seizure of power by anti- 
Communist forces no doubt pleases the 
state department. Until such time as they 
are ready for democracy, benevolent au- 
tocracies are preferable to Communist 
tyranny.

‘May Leak, Set 


Off Dynamite 


Dynamite is largely nitroglyc- 
erin absorbed in an inert solid 
material to reduce its sensitivity 
to shock, experts explain. Under 
heat, such as the sun’s rays, the 
nitroglycerin has a tendency to 
separate from the inert material 
which is usually an infusorial 
earth. 


Nitroglycerin, if it leaks from 
the dynamite, becomes again an 
unstable explosive that will go off 
with only a slight jar. Dynamite 
in good condition, however, re- 
quires a mercury blasting cap to 
give -an initial sharp blast to 
cause it to explode.

Adolescents usually are healthy. 
They seldom die and rarely: fall 
heir to serious diseases. They are 
too old to get the childhood com- 
municable diseases and too young 
for heart attacks and strokes. 


The majority have had mea- 
sles and chicken pox, and have 
been immunized against diph- 
theria, smallpox, tetanus, 
whooping cough, and polio. 


Many develop colds and it is 
at this age that asthma and hay 
fever often begin. Boils, ear in- 
fections, skin trouble, menstrual 
difficulties, appendicitis, infectious 
mononucleosis, and pneumonia 
are encountered. The same can 
be said of fatigue, disorders of 
growth, and emotional .disturb- 
ances. 


More than half the deaths 
among adolescents are caused by 
accidents. The remainder stem 
principally from tuberculosis, sui- 
cide, rheumatic heart disease, 
polio, diabetes, and malignancies. 


Most persons think of . adoles- 
cence as a period of life when 
frustrations, anxieties, and be- 
wilderment are rife. These pseudo- 
adults become even more con- 
fused when given improper guid- 
ance or unwarranted criticism. 


Physicians, chaplains and school 
advisers usually have some in- 
sight ‘into problems of this. kind 
and blend professional knowledge 
with the psychological needs and 
personality of the adolescent.

Many national church organiza- 
tions urge local churches and 
parishes to hold formal, well- 
organized canvasses, and go to 
great lengths to help them. 


One of the most carefully 
worked out and _ thoroughly 
tested plans is that of the De- 
partment of Stewardship and 


Benevolence of the National 
Council of Churches of Christ. 


Begin organizing your cam- 
paign immediately. First step 
is the appointment by the pas- 
tor of a general chairman, fol- 
lowed by the appointment of 
committee chairmen. The pros- 
pects chairman draws up a list 
of all active and nonactive 
members, nonresident and for- 
mer members, parents of Sun- 


day school children and others.

The program chairman heads 
a committee that attempts to 
build a challenging schedule of 
activities and goals for the com- 
ing year. 


The survey chairman pre- 
sides over a group that realis- 
tically looks at past contribu- 


tions of church members, esti- 


mates a new potential and 
agrees, with the program com- 
mittee, on what goals to shoot 
for this time. 


Education, publicity, and ma- 
terials chairmen see to it that 


the canvass is widely publicized 
in sermons, notices, letters, 
leaflets, folders, posters and 
even film strips. Then a pre- 
canvass congregational dinner is 
held. 


A visitations chairman is re- 
sponsible, with the general 
chairman, for seeing that 
division leaders and cap- 
tains are appointed and that an 
effective crew of canvassers, 
numbering at least 20 per cent 
of the church membership, is 
recruited. 


Two training sessions are held 
to brief canvassers on the spiri- 
tual basis of the canvass, as 
well as on its financial aspects, 
to give them materials to use 
during their calls. 

With a smooth-running, effec- 
tive campaign like this, vari- 
ous churches have reported in- 
creases of 40 to 80 per cent 
in pledges.

Since the narrow verdict over Georgia, achieved via 10 fumbles, 
Texas has knocked off Oklahoma and proved that it is a potential 
bow! visitor. Vanderbilt lost a photo finish to Clemson, then was 
forced to settle for a tie with Florida after leading for more than 
59 minutes. Thus, the performance against an in-and-out South Caro- 
lina team must be judged the Bulldogs’ boon: exhibition of the 
campaign. 


The Bulldogs still feel that they have the ams to aces and 
they're determined to give the - grads something to shout about 
at Home-coming Saturday. 


The game shapes up as an offensive duel. Kentucky stomped 
Hawaii, whipped Tech 13-0, then‘lost to Ole Miss, Auburn and LSU. 
With the exception of the mud-battle against Tech, the Wildcats 
haven't clicked on defense for four quarters.

In Textile Mills

Georgia’s 96,000 textile workers can now look 
forward without cringing for the first time in nearly 
three years. 

Nearly all signs available at this time indicate that the coming 
months will go a long way toward soothing their badly bruised 
economic confidence. 


“Odie: 


This does not mean there will be a sharp 
upswing in total employment in Georgia's largest 
industry. 

But it does mean no more layoffs. 


And to anyone employed in an industry like 
textiles, where employment has fallen below 
the year-ago level for 31 consecutive months, 
that is extremely good news. 


The latest indication that the textile depres- 
sion has finally run its course came Tuesday in 
the weekly market commentary of Courts & Co., 
Atlanta investment bankers. 


Jim Montgomery 
It advises investors that they would be wise to put some of 
their money into a selected group of textile stocks, which is some- 
brokers don’t do unless they're pretty sure that their cus- 
tomers will like the results. 

The Courts letter notes that it said in June, “the time was 
right for buying textile stocks in anticipation of a substantial up- 
turn in textile business. 

“Since then there have been more and more indications of 
increasing demand for textile goods at steadily improving prices. 
In our opinion, there are excellent possibilities of further apprecia- 
tion over the next several months.” 


Other comments in the report that should be cheering to textile 
workers here: 


“In general, the industry attitude is quite optimistic about 
.prospects for this fall and well into 1959. 
‘ “Excellent consumer demand this fall has triggered substantial 
~ inv entory replacement buying at strengthening prices. 
- ‘Indications are that the improved profit picture for the in- 
- dustry may continue for some time ahead. Increasing population 
- and better control of production are continuing factors which have 
= favorable implication for the longer term.” 
A brief look at industry employment fluctuations shows just 
- how desperately textile mill employes need some words of cheer. 

The industry’s average employment of 96,750 for the first eight 
months of this year is a postwar low. So was the July level of 
94,100. 

The previous postwar low for the annual average was 100,600, 
hit in both 1957 and 1949. Averages in other years were 104,600 in 
1956, some 106,800 in 1955, and 103,400 in 1954. And except for 1949, 
- the period from 1947 through 1953 included two years averaging 
ver 112,000, one year over 109,000 and three years that topped 

108,000.

Westinghouse V-P

PITTSBURGH, Pa.—It will be 
another 10 years before nuclear 
energy begins to compete with 
coal, oil and gas to supply elec- 
tricity in American power plants, 
a Westinghouse official predicted 
here Tuesday. 


Even then, C. H. Weaver said, 
the competition will be restricted 
to plants in the nation’s high 
fuel cost areas. 


Weaver, vice president of 
Westinghouse Electric Corp.'s 
Atomic Power Department, made 
his remarks during final sessions 
of the company’s ‘‘Science Press 
Event.” 


BRITAIN’S FORECAST 


He said Great Britain’s nuclear 
experts forecast their atomic 
power costs ‘‘will fall well below’’ 
conventional costs by the late 
1960s. 


Conventional fuel costs in Great 
Britain, however, are much 
higher than in the U.S., so nuclear 
energy costs that are competitive 
in Britain wouldn’t necessarily 
be economical here. 


Weaver said that the United 
States’ nuclear program has been 
“more extensive and varied and 
on the whole of higher quality 
than that of other nations.” 


Development work is proceeding 
well on four major commercial 
atomic reactor projects at West- 
inghouse, it was noted. 


BUSY ON DESIGNS 


The company also disclosed 
that its scientists and engineers 
are busy on designs for two new 
advanced types of commercial 
nuclear power plants. 


The development and design 
programs are being carried out 
at Westinghouse’s atomic power 
department in suburban Forest 
Hills. 


Robert L. Wells, department 
manager, and Dr. William E. 
Shoupp, technical director, 
newsmen that the company’s re- 
actor programs have one pri- 
mary goal—the achievement. of 
economic atomic power. 


Weaver said Westinghouse has a 
$20,000,000 capital investment in 
its atomic program, a figure he 
described as “‘sizeable’’ for a 
poor firm despite a suggestion 
that it semed “rather small.”
